Lord Howe. . : 

The Prince of Naflau, who commanded the gun-boats in 
the attack of Gibraltar on the: t3th of lait month, is the fame 
viticer that commanded the body of troups that invelted Jealey 
lait year. ‘ 

The late difafter before Gibraltar muft be doubly painful to 
the Spainiards, from the lofs of mea, and of the large veffels 
known by the mame of the floating batteries, which, after have 
ing been fitted out atan immenfe expence, were totally deftroy- 
ed, not one of the eleven having efcaped. 

‘Lhe fire from the Englith batteries was fo well directed on 
this oceation, that a great aumber of our red-hot balls entered 
the port-holes of the floating batteries, and thus fet them on 
fire. 

Thee battcrics were mounted in large fhips cut down to a 
particular fize, and defénded in fuch a manner, that there was 
no other way of fetting them on fire, but by directing the thot 
right into the port-holes : on the tw they were defended by a 
covering made of cordage and wet hides, which was fo elattic, 
that the fhells fell upon them like fo many tennis-balls. ‘The 
vefiels themfelvcs were of fo very large a fize, that each batte- 
ry carried from s00 to 700 men ; fo that the lofs in killed and 
wounded on the fide of the enemy mult have been great in- 
deed, conf&dering thar the eleven uawicldy batteries were every 
one funk or blown into the air. 

The enemy intended not only to have battered our works on 
the Old Mole, bat actually to have made a landing, if the 
floating batrePics had been fo faccefsful as to have filenced our 
fire : for this reafon it was that fo many men were put on board; 
and all the foldiers who were on board were volunteers. ‘The 
day before the attack was made, the Duke de Crillon caufed 
his army to be informed, that it would be neceffary to embark 
a certain number of troops in the floating batteries ; but that as 
he had fo high an opinion of the gallantry of a// the troops he 
had the honaur to comuand, he withed they would fave him 
from the mortification of making a difcrimination among them, 
by beftowing an honour on’ one part, which was well deferved 
by the whole: upon this, one half at lea't of the army tg ved 
out volunteers, and fent their officers to the Duke; with oifers 
of their voluntary fervices : the General received the deputation 
from cach regiment in its tun; and baving completed the ne- 
ceflary number, ne returned his thanks to thofe whofe offers he 
was obliged to decline. 

The wretched forcats, or convists who had been condemn- 
ed to the gallies, and were brought to the camp before Gibral- 
tar, with a promife of liberty and pecuniary rewards to thofe 
who thould furvive the fervice upon which they were to be em- 
ployed, have been cut to pieces.

ARILOUS propofitions have been fet forth in the public 
papers for raifing the Royal George, or breaking up the 
fhip to take our the guns, upon the fuppofition fhe cannot be 
raifed, 

Thofe who think it impoffible to raife her, alarm themfelves, 
by ftating the great weight of the thip, her guns, ballait, {tores, 
and quantity of water within and above her. 

Before explaining the mode propofed fur raifing the thip, ‘it is 
neceflary to remove thefe apprehehfions, and to thew, that, in 
her prefen: fituation, fhe is not fo heavy as is generally thought, 
nor loaded with any additional weight by the water. oer 

From the principles of nature, proven by the laws of hydro- 
ftatics, it is well known that bodies lighter than water fwim on 
it, and that bodies fwiming on water difplace a quantity of wa- 
ter exactly equal in weighe'to the bodies themfelves ; and that 
all bodies funk in water are lighter, or weigh lefs, in that fitua= 
tign, than they would do out of it, by the weight of a body of 
water equal in bulk to the bédy immerged. 

Therefore watcr, admitted into bodies ftink, adds. nothing 
to their weight in that fituation, as the water within them is 
counterpoifed by its equal bulk and weight of the fluid; and 
water above a body funk adds nothing’ to its weight, for it is as 
light, or eafily fufpended, near the bottom of the Water, as near 
the top. 

Though Englifh oak, of which great part of the Royal 
George may be built, and fome of the cordage, is {pecifically,, 
or bulk for bulk, heavier than water ; yet feveral of the other- 
timbers and materials are lighter, and the whole, taken com- 
plexly, may be fuppofed about the weight of their bulk. of wa- 
ter ; confequently, while they are immerged, they are of no 
weight. It is manifeit, therefore, the fhip only continues funk 
and kept down by a weight equal to the- difference by which 
the weight of the guns, bullets, ballaft, and other metals in her, 
exceed the weight of their own bulk of water; and, when that 
difference of weight can be overcome, fhe may be raifed from 
the bottom, and moved in the water.
